Three of the races — two of which are 
the only of the five with opposition — are 
for spots on the Taylor County School 
Board. 

Incumbent Jim Cheatham has filed to 
once again serve as the representative of 
the 3rd District. He faces no opposition. 

Three people want the 4th District seat. 
Incumbent Tony Davis faces Doyle Berry 
and Benjamin Bright to keep his post. 



In the 5th District race, incumbent Lil¬ 
lian Clark faces newcomers Joey Wasson 
and Ronnie Harden. 

Two of the five Campbellsville School 
Board seats are up for grabs. Current 
members Pat Hall and Barkley Taylor 
have filed to keep their spots. They face 
no opposition. 


The News-Journal mailed candidate 
questionnaires to all candidates in races 
with opposition. All candidates in the 
races for the 4th and 5th District Taylor 
County School Board seats returned the 
questionnaires. Their answers are print¬ 
ed below.

Doyle Berry 

Doyle Berry lives with his wife, Joyce, 
and son, Cody, at 750 Wilson Creek Road.

High School, Indiana Fire School at Indi¬ 


ana University Southeast, Memphis Fire 
School, Ivy Tech College and the APPA 
Institute for Facilities Management. He 
is a certified master firefighter. 

Berry has worked in fire services for 20 
years and at Ivy Tech College for eight 
years on a full- and part-time basis. 

He wrote that he is running for public 
office because children’s education is 
their passport to the future and is the 
Board members’ responsibility.

self to principals and 
teachers so she can let 
them know the education¬ 
al, as well as recreational, 
opportunities that Heav¬ 
enly Haven Farm offers 
children. 

“I thought to myself, 
‘Why would they bring 
kids to my farm if they 
didn’t know anything about 
it?”’ 

Delaina said this has paid 
off because the farm has 
gradually received more 
visits from schools and 
several more classes are 
scheduled to come this 
month. 

“We do a lot of interactive 
things for the kids - show 
them how to milk a cow 
and how a pumpkin grows,” 
Delaina said. “We want 
everyone to have a good 
time.” 

She said a lot of children 
are surprised when they 
learn that there are many 
more types of pumpkins 
than just the standard jack - 
o-lantern variety. 

According to Delaina, 
there are more than 100 
varieties of pumpkins. She 
said “knucklehead” pump¬ 
kins, easily identified by 
their gnarly rinds that 
appear to be covered in 
wart-like growths, have 
become a crowd favorite. 

The Russells plant the 
pumpkins in June and July. 
They did not grow any 
giant pumpkins this year 
because they have to be 
kept inside and planted 
early so they will have 
enough time to grow. 

“I do have the seeds for 
them, but we just didn’t get 
around to it this time,” 
Delaina said. “But we 
would like to maybe do 
that next year so people 
can come and take pic¬ 


tures in front of them. To 
help in the process of 
selecting the perfect pump¬ 
kin, visitors get to ride on a 
wagon to the four-acre 
pumpkin patch. 

To test their navigation 
skills, visitors can go 
through the five-acre corn 
maze. Delaina said that it 
can take people anywhere 
from 20 minutes to an hour 
to find their way out. 

“People haven’t got so 
lost to the point where 
they’re calling me, but sev¬ 
eral people have come out 
through the entrance,” 
Delaina said. 

For groups with young 
children, guided tours are 
available. She added that 
the corn maze is wide 
enough to accommodate 
wheelchairs. Delaina said 
that after the farm closes 


for the season on Nov. 3, 
the corn will be harvested 
and then fed to the animals 
that live on the farm. 

“We have to have this 
corn. If we don’t have it, 
we’re not going to be able 
to feed all the animals,” 
she said. 

The farm is home to sev¬ 
eral goats, pigs, emus and 
even miniature horses. 
Delaina said that all of the 
animals are friendly and 
love attention. 

She said her family was 
fortunate to not have 
encountered any major 
challenges with the farm, 
although there was an inci¬ 
dent the first year that 
turned out to be a learning 
experience. 

“The sheep got out [of 
the fence] and ate all the 
corn, so we improvised 


and made a round hay- 
bale maze,” Delaina said. 
“It worked out well.” 

She said farming is hard 
work, but they have always 
made sure to get every¬ 
thing done and have no 
regrets about starting the 
farm. She is also glad that 
Haiden and her son, Lucas, 
15 months, are getting to 
grow up on the farm. 

“You have no idea how 
much work it is until you 
get into it, but I’m not com¬ 
plaining about the labor at 
all because it is so reward¬ 
ing for people to come out 
and thank you for having 
something like this so close 
to home.”

tainly hit a need in Camp- 
bellsville. There’s nothing 
like that here now.” 

The Richardsons eventu¬ 
ally plan to sell the 80-seat, 
2,000 square-foot restau¬ 
rant as a turn-key opera¬ 
tion, but finding the right 
buyer to fill the local niche 
could be a challenge. 

“It needs to have an 
owner/operator — some¬ 
one that can be hands-on,” 
Richardson said. 

While she said the his¬ 
toric building has piqued 
interest from a few poten¬ 
tial buyers, some believe 
the initial capital invest¬ 
ment, coupled with over¬ 
head costs, staffing issues 
and the sluggish economy, 
could deter potential res¬ 
taurateurs from re-launch¬ 
ing the site as an upscale- 
casual restaurant. 

Campbellsville also is 
“centrally isolated,” said 
Tracy Phillips Gibson, 
daughter of Pat and Ran¬ 
dall Phillips and a Taylor 
County native who gradu¬ 
ated with a culinary-arts 
degree from Sullivan Uni¬ 
versity in Louisville. 

“I feel that location plays 
a part in the local dining 
scene,” she said.

Gibson left the area about 
12 years ago and now 
works as a chef at Bell 
House Restaurant in Shel- 
byville — a small town 
about 28 miles west of Lou¬ 
isville, whose dining scene 
draws from the proximity 
of its larger metro neigh¬ 
bor. 

Unfortunately, Camp¬ 
bellsville isn’t accessible 
by an interstate or park¬ 
way, Gibson said, and it’s 
also 80 miles from any 
major metropolitan area. 

While Campbellsville 
University and nearby 
Green River Lake draw 
thousands to the area annu¬ 
ally — the spending habits 
of those outsiders can be 
fickle and largely depen¬ 
dent on tourist and aca¬ 
demic seasons or short-run 
cultural events. 

“So, you have to rely on 
surrounding counties to be 
successful in restaurants,” 
Gibson said. “Some people 
will drive for good food. 
But for some, it’s not worth 
it.” 

If the price-to-quality 
balance isn’t right, many 
likely will opt for a chain, 
or seek less-expensive fast- 
food options. 


There’s nothing wrong 
with that, Gibson said, but 
“you do a disservice (to 
children) by not exposing 
them to different foods and 
different methods of prep¬ 
aration. Kids don’t estab¬ 
lish table manners. They 
don’t know how to behave 
in a place without distract¬ 
ing energy.” 

In its five-year stint, Cafe 
Bonin managed to achieve 
regional appeal, attracting 
a diverse crowd of diners 
who are now forced to 
drive to Elizabethtown or 
Bardstown for a similar 
dining experience. 

“We had a great clientele 
— wonderful locals. A lot 
of people would come from 
out of town,” Richardson 
said. 

Any future downtown 
restaurant must recapture 
that crowd, she said. 

It must also do something 
else: satisfy the appetites 
of locals. 

“People in this area are 
hungry for fresh, healthy 
alternatives to the frozen 
stuff that everybody else is 
serving,” Richardson said. 
“We prided ourselves on 
the highest quality of 
food.”

Be aware 
of signs of 
child abuse 

C hild abuse is an unspeakable injustice that 
doesn’t discriminate against race, religion or 
socioeconomic status. In recent years, Ken¬ 
tucky and Indiana have ranked among the worst 
states in the nation for deaths and near-deaths 
resulting from child physical abuse. 

Each year in Kentucky there are more than 14,000 
substantiated reports of abuse and neglect. The 
result is that Kentucky averages 30 to 40 child 
deaths each year involving abuse and neglect, with 
another 30 to 60 near fatalities annually. Also, chil¬ 
dren who survive physical abuse often are left with 
lifetime debilitating injuries. Indiana has had simi¬ 
lar challenges in recent years. Equally as heart¬ 
breaking to know is that child abuse is completely 
preventable. 

It is critical that we band together, as health care 
professionals, educators, lawmakers, business lead¬ 
ers and community members, to eliminate this hor¬ 
rible blight on our region. So what can you do? 

First, be aware of tips and steps to staying in con¬ 
trol to prevent abuse. 

Second, know how to report suspected child 
abuse. Federal and state laws require that you 
report any suspected child abuse. 

Third, know where to find more information about 
resources and child abuse prevention. The Partner¬ 
ship to Eliminate Child Abuse, Prevent Child Abuse 
Kentucky, Prevent Child Abuse Indiana, and the 
Childhelp National Child Abuse Hotline provide a 
wealth of helpful information and support resourc¬ 
es. 

By working together, we can make a true differ¬ 
ence to protect our children and their families by 
eliminating child abuse forever.

Letter to the Editor 

On Jan. 2, 2013, the Taylor County school district 
will experience federal budget cuts of 8 percent or 
more unless Congress intervenes. 

These budget cuts will be the result of the Budget 
Control Act of 2011, which mandates reductions in 
education funding, as well as funding for almost 
every federal program. The overall impact will be 
$1.2 trillion over the next 10 years. For school dis¬ 
tricts across the nation it will mean more than a $4 
billion cut in Fiscal Year 2013. When we estimate the 
cuts in federal funding for our own school district, we 
know that the impact will be devastating. And these 
federal cuts will come at a time when our own state 
and local budgets are unable to adequately fund our 
education programs here in Taylor County. For exam¬ 
ple, the Taylor County school district has made great 
progress in raising graduation rates, increasing pro¬ 
ficiency in math and reading, closing achievement 
gaps through tutoring and other intervention, and 
increasing course offerings in science, technology, 
engineering and math. This success in our own com¬ 
munity should not be jeopardized because our mem¬ 
bers in Congress could not or would not agree on a 
funding reduction plan that would preserve invest¬ 
ments in education, knowing its importance to our 
economic recovery. 

For the Taylor County School District, a budget cut 
in federal funding would mean larger class sizes, 
fewer course offerings, less access to intervention 
programs, summer school and after-school programs, 
less extracurricular activities, and teacher staff lay¬ 
offs. Given the budget cuts and adjustments our local 
community has made in recent years, there is simply 
very little, if anything else, left to cut. Any further 
cuts in education funding will adversely affect the 
quality of our education programs and could leave 
many students unable to successfully compete for 
college or careers that would provide a standard of 
living that our children so richly deserve. 

For example, some of the courses that could be 
eliminated would include the 21st century program 
and our family and youth service center program. It 
would cause us to have to cut programs that build 
character education, drug and alcohol programs and 
programs that keep students from dropping out of 
school. 

Now is not the time for these harsh cuts. Education 
must be protected for our children and to improve 
our economy. If these across-the-board budget cuts to 
education occur, then Congress will have failed! That 
is why we are urging our own members of Congress, 
Representative John “Bam” Carney and senators 
Mitch McConnell and Rand Paul to stop the Budget 
Control Act’s drastic cuts to education that would 
affect our students and communities, and to protect 
education as an investment critical to economic sta¬ 
bility and American competitiveness. The clock is 
ticking, and Jan. 2, 2013, will be here soon.

Coverage of local government 
meetings, court cases, progress 
of schools and other localized 
issues will not be found on 
national-based news media web¬ 
sites because their purpose is to 
deliver news on the national 
level. To cover all of the news 
that pertains only to each com¬ 
munity would be impossible, and 
would also go against their objec¬ 
tive, which is to attract as many 
readers per news item as possi¬ 
ble. Local news, as vital to a 
community as it is, is primarily 
of interest to residents of a com¬ 
munity. 

Therefore, if one wants to read 
community news, they will have 
to look within their community 
to get it. This is where newspa¬ 


pers like the News-Journal come 
in. Within our pages, you will 
find birth announcements, obit¬ 
uaries, coverage of local govern¬ 
ment, updates on court cases, 
upcoming events, and stories 
about you. If newspapers ceased 
to exist, so would all of these. 

Another faulty assumption 
often made about newspapers is 
that only “older” adults read 
them. However, if the number of 
my 20-something peers who 
pointed out to me that there is no 
such thing as a tobacco hatchet 
after reading my recent article 
about tobacco is any indication, I 
will conclude that newspapers 
are being read by eyes of all 
ages. 

From students in classrooms 
all the way up to grandparents 
who scan the education page 
looking for scrapbook-worthy 
photos of their grandchildren, 
newspapers offer something for 
everyone. 

So until the public stops caring 
about the actions of local law 
enforcement, school administra¬ 
tors and elected representatives, 
newspapers are here to stay.

Near-death experiences 


T housands of people have 
related their stories of 
near-death experiences 
(NDEs), perhaps the most pop¬ 
ular in recent years being told 
by a pastor (Don Piper, 90 Min¬ 
utes in Heaven, 2004), and by a 
child (Colton Burpo, Heaven is 
for Real, 2010), neither of 
which, though fascinating in 
their own right, is likely, given 
the occupation of the first and 
the age of the second, to con¬ 
vince those skeptical of such 
experiences. 

But now we encounter the 
NDEs of Dr. Mary C. Neal (To 
Heaven and Back: A Doctor’s 
Extraordinary Account of Her 
Death, Heaven, Angels, and 
Life Again, 2011) and Dr. Eben 
Alexander (Proof of Heaven, A 
Neurosurgeon’s Journey into 
the Afterlife, 2012). Neal is a 
spinal surgeon; Alexander is a 
neurosurgeon who has taught 
at Harvard Medical School and 
other universities. 

Neal drowned while on a trip 
to Chile; Alexander spent seven 
days in a coma after being 
infected with rare E. coli bacte¬ 
ria that penetrated his cerebro¬ 
spinal fluid and shut down the 
part of his brain, the neocortex, 
which controls thought and 
emotions. 

Neal’s account of her actual 
encounter with death and 
entrance into heaven is brief. 
Most of her book is about how 
the experience affected her life, 
particularly the manner in 
which it enabled her to cope 
with the tragic death of her son 
years after her NDE. Indeed, 
while in heaven, Neal is told 
she must return to earth to help 
her family deal with that loss. 
Although Neal was a profess¬ 
ing Christian before her NDE 
(she relates instances when she 
believes God intervened in her 
life), at the time of her NDE she 
had relegated God to the back

seat of her life. But all that 
changed after she drowned. As 
she approached a great hall in 
heaven, she felt her soul being 
pulled toward an entry as she 
was “physically absorbed” in 
radiance, “feeling the pure, 
complete, and utterly uncondi¬ 
tional absolute love that ema¬ 
nated from the hall.” Now she 
wants others to see that it 
doesn’t take a NDE like hers to 
see that events are not coinci¬ 
dental, that God has a plan for 
each of us, and that there really 
is life after death. 

Alexander, whose book is to be 
released this week, describes 
his pre-NDE spiritual life as 
that of a “faithful Christian,” 
who was more so “in name than 
in actual belief.” His skepti¬ 
cism of NDEs changed after he 
emerged from his seven day 
coma: “That dimension, in 
rough outline, the same one 
described by countless subjects 
of near-death experiences and 
other mystical states, is there. 

It exists, and what I saw and 
learned there has placed me 
quite literally in a new world: a 
world where we are much more 
than our brains and bodies, and 
where death is not the end of 
consciousness, but rather a 
chapter in a vast, and incalcu¬ 
lably positive, journey.” Like 
Neal, Alexander was told in 
heaven that he would have to 
return to earth. 

Because he didn’t want his 
experience to be affected by 
prior research on NEDs, Alex¬ 
ander first detailed his own 
encounter with the afterlife 


before thoroughly studying the 
subject. Alexander is convinced 
that consciousness exists out¬ 
side the brain, that the soul is 
not dependent on the brain, and 
that “the reductive materialis¬ 
tic model is inadequate to 
explain what we know about 
consciousness now.” 

Both authors are passionate 
about sharing the reality they 
describe as heaven. Is it for 
real? Most definitely it is. But I 
say that with eyes of faith; I am 
a believer. 

It’s for that very reason that 
I’m also skeptical. While I hope 
for the best, I doubt that either 
book will change the mind of 
the entrenched atheist or sea¬ 
soned skeptic. Already one sci¬ 
entist has challenged Alexan¬ 
der. “Even if I granted that his 
brain had been shut down — 
it’s not shut down now. And 
there is absolutely no way for 
him to establish (or even to 
subjectively know) that he 
didn’t have his experience as 
his brain was coming back 
online. End of debate, as far as 
I’m concerned,” said Dr. Sam 
Harris, in Skeptiko.com. 

We shouldn’t be surprised, 
should we? Didn’t Jesus him¬ 
self warn his listeners, ‘”If they 
won’t listen to Moses and the 
prophets, they won’t listen even 
if someone rises from the dead’” 
(Luke 16:31)? 

NDEs can be powerful point¬ 
ers to another dimension, yet a 
dimension that in the final anal¬ 
ysis must still be received by 
faith, a faith placed in the one 
who created that place, one 
who having risen from a real 
death experience, promised to 
return again so his followers 
can join him in that place. 

That place is more real than 
this place. 

After all, it’s heaven, I 
believe.

“Anonymity,” 
by national bestselling 
author Janna McMahan, 
will detail the daily life of 
one girl alone on the 
streets. 

McMahan was influenced 
to write “Anonymity” when 
she saw a girl whose face 
was a mask of intricate tat¬ 
toos. 

“It was shocking and I 
carried her image in my 
mind for years. I kept ask¬ 
ing myself why she would 
do that to herself,” McMa¬ 
han said.

“As a writer, I was even 
more troubled by the ques¬ 
tion of who would do that 
to a child. It was a mystery 
to me, so removed from 
my own life that I had to 
write about it.” 

An idea for a story that 
would do the girl justice 
came to McMahan and she 
began to research. 

“Gutter punks, street 
rats, worms are all terms 
used to describe the young 
homeless, but I found these 
kids to be capable and clev¬ 
er. They have to exist in an 
adult world with no 
resources and still keep 
their humanity,” McMah¬ 
an said. 

“Readers tell me that 
they look at homeless peo¬ 
ple differently after ‘Ano¬ 
nymity,’ how off their pre¬ 
conceived notions were. I 
know I came away from 
writing the story with a 
different perspective. It 
was a challenge, a dark 
story in many ways, but 
just like life, there are 
light moments, too. There 
has to be levity for people 
to enjoy a book and for me 
to stay sane as an author.” 

“Anonymity” is about 
Lorelei, a young runaway 


like food and shelter, but 
she has to deal with issues 
like sex, drugs and people 
who want to take advan¬ 
tage of her,” McMahan 
said. 

“She has serious trust 
issues, and even well- 
meaning people have a 
hard time breaking 
through her tough exteri¬ 
or. The facial tats are to 
warn people away. Her 
survival instincts are 
good, but she let’s her 
guard down to Emily and 
that’s when things go bad 
fast.” 

While doing research for 
her book, McMahan 
turned to LifeWorks, a 
youth homeless shelter in 
Austin. 

“The folks at LifeWorks 
were amazingly helpful. 
They showed me where 
the kids hang out, 
explained how services 
worked, shared studies 
and experiences. These 
kids are not just runaways. 
The majority of them sim¬ 
ply aged out of the foster 
care system. “These kids 
truly have no place to call 
home.”

“Scary” Investment Moves to Avoid 


A presidential election is almost 
upon us. But if you have young 
children or grandchildren, you 
know what’s really important this 
week is Butterfingers, not ballots, 
and Pop Rocks, not the popular 
vote. 


Yes, it’s Halloween time again, 
which means you’ll see plenty of 
witches and vampires scurrying 
around. You’ll no doubt find these 
characters more amusing than 
frightening, but you don’t have to 
look far to find things that are a 
bit more alarming — such as 
these scary investment moves: 


• Paying too much attention to 
the headlines — Some headlines 
may seem unnerving, but don’t 
abandon your investment strategy 
just because the news of the day 
appears grim. 

• Chasing “hot” investments — 
You can get “hot” investment tips 
from the talking heads on 
television, your next-door 
neighbor or just about anybody. 
But even if the tip was accurate at 
one point, by the time you get to a 
“hot” investment, it may already 
be cooling down. And, even more 
importantly, it simply may not be 


appropriate for your individual 
risk tolerance and goals. 

• Ignoring different types of 
investment risk — Most investors 
are aware of the risk of losing 
principal when investing in 
stocks. But if you shun stocks 
totally in favor of perceived “risk¬ 
free” investments, you’d be 
making a mistake because all 
investments carry some type of 
risk. For example, with fixed- 
income investments, including 
CDs and bonds, one risk you will 
encounter is inflation risk — the 
risk that your investment will 
provide you with returns that 
won’t even keep up with inflation 
and will, therefore, result in a loss 
of purchasing power over time. 
Another risk you will incur is 
interest-rate risk — the risk that 
new bonds will be issued at higher 
rates, driving down the price of 
your bonds. Bonds also carry the 
risk of default, though you can 
reduce this risk by sticking with 
bonds that receive the highest 
ratings from independent rating 
agencies. 

• Failing to diversify — If you 
only own one type of investment, 
and a market downturn affects 
that particular asset class, your 


portfolio could take a big hit. But by 
spreading your dollars among an 
array of vehicles, such as stocks, 
bonds and government securities, 
you can reduce the effects of 
volatility on your holdings. (Keep in 
mind, though, that diversification 
cannot guarantee profits or protect 
against loss.) 

• Focusing on the short term — If 
you concentrate too much on short¬ 
term results, you may react to a 
piece of bad news, or to a period of 
extreme price gyrations, by making 
investment moves that are 
counterproductive to your goals. 
Furthermore, if you’re constantly 
seeking to instantaneously turn 
around losses, you’ll likely rack up 
fees, commissions and possibly 
taxes. Avoid all these hassles by 
keeping your eyes on the future and 
sticking to a long-term, personalized 
strategy. 


You can’t always make the perfect 
investment choices. But by steering 
clear of the “scary” moves described 
above, you can work toward your 
long-term goals and hopefully avoid 
some of the more fearsome results.

A Top 25 upset was Camp- 
bellsville University’s for the 
taking Saturday, but three 
late Tiger turnovers inside 
Bulldog territory allowed No. 
25 Cumberland University to 
hold on for a 28-23 win in its 
second night game in pro¬ 
gram history 

Campbellsville posted its 
most offense of the season 
with 377 yards, including a 
career-high 259 yards pass¬ 
ing by quarterback Bryan 
Parnes. 

The Tigers turned the ball 
over on downs at the Cum¬ 
berland 9, lost a fumble at 
the 45 and threw an intercep¬ 
tion at the 41 on the final 
three drives of the game. 

“I thought we played well 
against a very good team,” 
CU head coach Perry Thom¬ 
as said.

“You can’t fault our guys’ 
effort. They continue to fight 
really hard and really believe 
and come to work every day. 

“It’s easy for our guys to 
give up on this year, and they 
haven’t done that. One of the 
reasons is they are a good 
group of young men, but the 
other reason is we’ve been so 
close.” 

The loss is the third this 
season by seven points or 
less for the Tigers (2-6, 1-3 
MSC West). 

Both teams combined for 
140 yards on 10 plays to each 
score a touchdown in the first 
five minutes of play. With 
9:53 to play in the opening 
quarter, all was even, 7-7, 
after a 31-yard touchdown 
pass from Parnes to 
Demytreus Gipson. 

The Tigers trailed 14-7 and

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Deer tree 

W hile deer hunting is a rela¬ 
tively safe sport compared 
to others, there still are too 
many injuries — most which could 
be easily avoided. 

To the surprise of many, most deer 
hunting injuries are not caused by 
guns or bows. They result from 
accidents caused by improper use of 
deer stands. 

There aren’t a lot of statistics on 
the subject, and it may be a bit hard 
to believe, but if viewed over a per¬ 
son’s hunting lifetime, a hunter has 
one chance in three of receiving a 
serious injury from tree stand use. 

For as long as I’ve been aware of 
deer hunting with tree stands, the 
possible dangers associated with 
them have been in the back of my 
mind. However a number of years 
ago, the danger became impressed 
on my mind. 

While visiting a hospital patient a 
number of years ago, a nurse 
became aware of my outdoor writ¬ 
ing. She asked me if I had time to 
visit a couple of patients on another 
wing. “I know they would appreci¬ 
ate it,” she said. “Both are hunters.” 

The nurse explained both were 
hospitalized due to unrelated acci¬ 
dents. Both had fallen from tree 
stands and both were at least tem¬ 
porarily, partially paralyzed from 
their falls. 

Both hunters were upbeat about 
their situations, but both also want¬ 
ed people to know about the dangers 
of tree stands, if proper caution isn’t 
used. 

Already this fall, I’m aware of at 
least three serious falls in Kentucki- 
ana, and read that a Pennsylvania

man died in a mishap. 

It is difficult to know just how 
many hunters are injured every 
year. Not all accidents are reported, 
and not everyone who falls required 
medical attention. And, not all tree 
stand accidents are recorded as a 
category at hospitals. There also is 
no national collection of data. 

A nearly 20-year-old study by a 
deer hunting magazine found that 
37 percent of tree stand hunters 
some time will fall from their stand, 
and about three percent will suffer 
some sort of crippling injury. 

Three-quarters of the accidents 
happen while the hunter is climbing 
up or down on the stand. 

Also especially telling was that 
most hunters injured were not 
wearing a safety harness or vest. 

Whenever a person uses a tree 
stand, they should be familiar with 
the equipment and associated safety. 
Most commercial stands come with 
instructions, and there also is a 
quick safety test on-line at www. 
huntercourse.com/treestandsafety. 
Also, Kalkomey Enterprises has an 
on-line hunter education course 
which contains a section on use of 
tree stands. (http://my.hunter-ed. 
com/studyGuide/index/ 
course/201016). Check it out. 

Here are some safety items recom¬ 
mended by the Pennsylvania Game 


Commission: 

•Do not set up in a dead or dying 
tree because those are the unsafe 
trees. If the bark is already slipping 
off it, don’t set up there. 

•Read the directions before you 
put the tree stand together. Manu¬ 
facturers know best about how to 
put your new piece of equipment 
together, make sure to follow their 
guidelines. 

•Inspect the stand before you sit 
in it, especially, if it’s been sitting 
out all year and the season has just 
started. The straps should all still be 
secure and the nuts and bolts should 
be tight. 

•Pay attention to the weather. If 
it’s too windy that day, it might not 
be a safe day to go hunting. 

•Use a tow rope to haul up gear 
once you yourself are safe and 
secure in the stand. 

•And last, but surely not least, 
wear a harness, the ultimate lifesav- 
er. If you think a harness may be 
costly, think of the cost of medical 
care and time spent away from 
work. 

And, the following are a couple 
rules, I would add: 

•Always hunt with a plan, and if 
possible, with a buddy. Let others 
know your exact hunting location, 
when you plan to return and, who 
you are hunting with. 

•Always carry emergency signal 
devices, such as a cell phone, whis¬ 
tle, walkie-talkie, signal flare and 
flashlight on your person at all 
times and within reach, even when 
you are suspended in your tree 
stand.

Kenseth wins 
wild Kansas race 

M att Kenseth survived a minor wreck to win 
Sunday’s Sprint Cup race at the recently 
repaved Kansas Speedway. 

He led 77 laps of the 267-lap race that had 14 cau¬ 
tions, plus several other wrecks that did not bring 
out the yellow flag. 

“We had such a good car today,” said Kenseth, who 
is leaving Roush Racing for Joe Gibbs Racing at the 
end of the season. “It had so much power on the 
restarts. I lost it one time when I spun and backed it 
into the wall, but the team was able to get me back 
to the front, and that’s all I needed.” 

Martin Truex Jr. finished second, followed by Paul 
Menard, Kasey Kahne, Tony Stewart, Clint Bowyer, 
Regan Smith, Brad Keselowski, Jimmie Johnson, 
and Jeff Gordon. 

The speeds were fast and the competition among 
drivers was tough, but the toughest obstacle they 
faced was the freshly paved track itself. 

“Everything is on edge out there,” said Kyle 
Busch, who was involved in a wreck and finished 
31st. “I was a little loose, and (Ryan) Newman came 
up and bumped me. I got wrecked, and so did he. 
But he’ll get another one before the year’s out.” 

Jimmie Johnson’s team received an unexpected 
blow during lap 137, when Johnson spun and hit 
into the outside wall. His team patched the car up, 
and he was able to finish ninth. 

“I definitely got a pretty tore up race car,” he said. 
“I really don’t know how the team was able to get 
me back up to speed.” 

Johnson now trails Chase leader, Brad Keselowski 
by seven points with four races remaining. 

Keselowski, who had problems with the new 
asphalt during practice, started 25th and finished 
eighth. 

“I don’t know how to explain this race today,” said 
Keselowski. “It was caution after caution. The only 
way to describe it was a tough race, and I feel like 
we dodged a bullet.” 

Danica Patrick attempted to wreck Landon Cassill, 
driver of the No. 83 on lap 160. But instead of put¬ 
ting him into the wall, her No. 7 slid up the track, 
and banged into the wall. 

Cassill continued to race while Patrick’s car was 
towed to the garage. 

“Yes, I got into him,” she said in a post-race inter¬ 
view. “He has bumped me, and criticized me for just 
being on the track. I got tired of it. That’s being hon¬ 
est.” Patrick finished 32nd. 

NASCAR considering a truck dirt race 

NASCAR is considering adding a dirt race at Eldo- 
ra Speedway to its 2013 Truck Series schedule. 

The track is owned by Tony Stewart. 

Stewart has been asking NASCAR for several 
years to consider a race at the half-mile track in 
Rossburg, Ohio. 

NASCAR officials declined to address specifically 
whether Eldora was under consideration for a truck 
race, but the series is looking at potential venues it 
hasn’t been to before. 

“We’ve made several site visits over the past few 
months to look at possible future venues for our 
Nationwide and Camping World Truck Series,” 
spokesman Kerry Tharp said. “We expect the 2013 
schedules for both of those series to be finished up 
and released within the next couple of weeks.” 

•In other racing news, NASCAR said the maxi¬ 
mum field for the Nationwide Series will be reduced 
from 43 to 40 cars in 2013. The Sprint Cup Series 
will remain at 43 cars, with the Truck Series 
remaining at 36. 

A new qualifying rule was introduced in which the 
36 fastest cars will make the race on speed, followed 
by the next six highest-ranking cars in owner’s 
points and one spot for the most recent eligible past 
champion. 

It is a move away from the top-35 rule that was put 
in place in 2005, guaranteeing the top-35 in owner’s 
points made the field. 

“This is a big win for our fans,” NASCAR vice 
president for competition Robin Pemberton said in 
a release. “They’ll see the fastest cars earn their 
starting spots.” 

The order of qualifying will move to a random 
draw instead of being based on practice times. 

Provisional positions in the Cup and Nationwide 
series will be based on previous owner’s points for 
the first three races instead of the first five, as it has 
been in the past. 

•Dale Earnhardt Jr., who has been sidelined with a 
concussion for the past two weeks, is scheduled to 
race this weekend at Martinsville. 

Earnhardt has absolutely nothing to gain and a lot 
to lose by rushing back to action. He is out of this 
year’s Chase, and should give his body the extra 
time it might need to completely heal. 

Imagine the danger of suffering another concus¬ 
sion in one of the final four races of the season. 

He snapped his four-year winless streak by win¬ 
ning at Michigan in June. He bounced back to 
become a championship contender, and has shown 
the drive and commitment this season that many of 
his fans and critics wanted to see. He should sit out 
the remaining four races, for his sake. 

Weekend racing: The Trucks and Cup teams will 
be at the .526-mile Martinsville Speedway. The 
Nationwide teams have an off week. 

Saturday — Camping World Trucks Kroger 200 
(race 19 of 22) at 1:30 p.m. on SPEED. 

Sunday — Sprint Cup Turns 500 (race 33 of 36) at 
1 p.m. on ESPN.

Tigers third, Lady Tigers sixth 
at St Louis Fall Classic 

First-year Tigers Brent Pierce and Dylan 
Ford both posted their best collegiate 
times Saturday to finish in the top 15 and 
lead Campbellsville University to a third- 
place finish in the St. Louis Fall Cross 
Country Classic 8K at Forrest Park. The 
Lady Tigers finished sixth of nine. 

Pierce shaved 43 seconds off his time 
from last week at the Fast Cats Classic in 
Owensboro to place fifth in 26:31 while 
Ford dropped 36 seconds and finished 
12th in a time of 27:12. 

“I’m very happy with how we performed 
today. It was great weather, and a great 
racing day,” CU coach Hilary Cebulko 
said. ‘‘This will set us up well for two 
weeks of training before the conference 
meet. We raced great today!” 

For the men, Pierce and Ford were 
joined in the race’s top 25 by Andrew Sim¬ 
mons (17th, 27:25.4), Bradley Harris (21st, 
27:52.8) and Kyle Howdyshell (24th, 
28:07.4). Michael Dowell (28th, 28:15) and 
Joey Hartlage (31st, 28:28.7) were the 
other two racing in the Tigers’ Top 7. Har¬ 
ris and Dowell also ran a season-best 
time. 

Tiger runners not listed in CU’s seven 
that posted season-best times were Wade 
Harris (28:49), William Pearson (30:17) 
and Luke Camp (30:55). 

For the women, the Lady Tigers were led 
by season-best times from Sarah Johnson 
and Rebekah Southwood, who both fin¬ 
ished in the Top 25. Johnson finished 22nd 
in a time of 20:33.7, while Southwood was 
one spot behind her in 20:39.0.

CU returns to action Nov. 3 at the Mid- 
South Conference Championships in Rio 
Grande, Ohio. 

Tigers’ streak ends at No. 1 Rio Grande 

Campbellsville University’s eight-game 
unbeaten streak in men’s soccer was 
snapped on the road at top-ranked Uni¬ 
versity of Rio Grande Saturday night. 

The RedStorm locked up at least a share 
of the Mid-South Conference regular sea¬ 
son championship with a 5-0 shutout of 
the Tigers. 

Prior to the game, CU had won seven of 
its last eight, including four straight shut¬ 
out wins. 

“It was a tough game against a very good 
team. We will learn and be better because 
of this game,” said CU coach Adam Pres¬ 
ton. 

Oliver Hewitt-Fisher led the RedStorm’s 
offense with a six-point night, assisting 
two goals and scoring two others. Hewitt- 
Fisher’s first assist came in the 14th min¬ 
ute for the eventual game-winning goal by 
Brodie Steigerwald. He followed with his 
first goal in the 42nd minute and added 
Rio’s final goal in the 81st minute. Caio 
Cruz scored in the 49th and 58th minutes 
for Rio Grande. 

Richard Isberner and Craig Davies had 
the assists on Hewitt-Fisher’s goals. 

Pontus Yngve and Roraigh Yearwood 
were the only Tigers to collect shots on 
goal in the game, one in each half. 

Max Malachiyev had four saves per half 
for Campbellsville, recording his fourth 
loss of the season. Two of CU’s four losses 
have come against the NAIA’s top two 
teams, No. 1 Rio Grande and No. 2 Lind¬ 
sey Wilson College. The other two were to 
No. 20 Martin Methodist College and an 
early misstep against Asbury University. 

Campbellsville (11-4-1, 6-2 MSC) locked 


up a first round home game in the MSC 
Tournament and will travel to the Univer¬ 
sity of the Cumberlands on Saturday 
(4:00) to decide third-place for the MSC 
regular season. 

Women's soccer moves into third 

Kailene Allis scored her first career goal 
to punctuate a 3-0 Lady Tiger Soccer win 
over Rio Grande Saturday evening, mov¬ 
ing CU into third place in the MSC. 

“It was good to get another shutout, 
especially to a conference team,” coach 
Thom Jones said. “I’m happy that we fin¬ 
ished strong and scored three goals in the 
second half.” 

Allis, a freshman from Norton, Ohio, 
scored in the 85th minute after Alex Sha¬ 
fer and Toria Alsip each netted their 
fourth goals of the season to stake the 
Lady Tigers to a 2-0 lead. 

Shafer, a sophomore from LaGrange, 
unknotted a scoreless game in the 63rd 
minute and Alsip, a junior from Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio, booted in an insurance score in 
the 73rd minute. Alsip’ss goal was unas¬ 
sisted, but Shafer got an assist from Bai¬ 
ley McDonough and Allis from Jessica 
Ralph. 

Shafer picked up Mid-South Conference 
Player of the Week honors for her three- 
goal effort last week. 

The win moves CU into sole possession 
of third place in the MSC at 6-2 — all shut¬ 
out victories with Brandie Hagerman in 
net. Campbellsville is 8-6-1 overall. 

Campbellsville out-shot Rio 21-3 with 11 
CU shots being on goal. Hagerman had 
three saves and Allison Keeney of Rio had 
eight. 

Rio bumps volleyball out of second place 

Lady Tiger Volleyball’s Jekyll and Hyde 
season took yet another twist Saturday as 
CU was knocked out of second place in the 
MSC with a five-set loss to Rio Grande. 

The 2-1 weekend in the MSC Crossover 
Tournament wasn’t good enough for 
Campbellsville to keep pace with Lindsey 
Wilson, which went 3-0 on the weekend to 
stake itself firmly in second. Campbells¬ 
ville holds third place over Rio and Shaw¬ 
nee State. 

CU is 5-4 in five-set matches this season 
with three of its four losses coming against 
conference opponents. 

The Lady Tigers had to rally from a 1-2 
set deficit against Rio and tied the match 
with a 25-14 fourth-set win. But the 
momentum did not carry over to the 
deciding set as Rio pulled away for a 
15-10 win. The set scores were: 19-25, 
25-22, 25-21,14-25 and 15-10. 

Daiane Souza led CU against Rio with 
14 kills and was supported by Rinata 
Aisena (13), Laura DeGear (11), Kelly 
Moyer (10), Haley Bechtel (5) and Kira 
Stewart (2). Souza also had three services 
aces in the match. 

Jackie Schwieger (24) and Stewart (28) 
shared 52 of the team’s 54 assists. 

Audrey Sanders (12) and Caitlin Dres- 
ing (12) led CU in digs. Lexis Lloyd had 
eight and Schwieger and Bechtel seven 
each. 

CU (21-8, 9-3 MSC) closed out the week¬ 
end with a sweep of Pikeville, 25-22, 25-14 
and 25-8. Bechtel led CU against Pikeville 
with 12 kills and DeGear had 10. Sanders 
had four service aces to go along with 
eight digs. Dresing led the team with 14 
digs, Stewart had eight, Bechtel seven and 
Lloyd six. Stewart was credited with 31 
assists.

Veteran journalist addresses chamber 


Cross talks about upcoming 
presidential election

Pulitzer-prize winning journalist A1 
Cross recently spoke about the upcom¬ 
ing presidential election at the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce’s monthly luncheon. 

While much of the election coverage 
has centered on predictions of unde¬ 
cided voters and the question of Obama’s 
likability after his first debate appear¬ 
ance, according to Cross, there is an 
issue also deserving of our attention— 
the quest for facts. 

“This debate about what facts are 
illustrates a fundamental problem that 
I think we have in our democracy,” 
Cross said. “We no longer have a shared 
set of facts.” 

Cross, an associate professor in the 
School of Journalism and Telecommu¬ 
nications at the University of Kentucky, 
said politicians no longer face conse¬ 
quences for misleading voters, and that 
the American public has caught on. 
According to the national polls, he said, 
a disturbing percentage of people do 
not trust politicians. 

This has led to a “proliferation” of 
media outlets that are more concerned 
about viewership than reporting the 
facts. 

“When you are hungry for an audi¬ 
ence, you give people what they want, 
not necessarily what they need,” Cross 
said. 

Cross referenced Neil Newhouse, an 
advisor to Mitt Romney, and his infa¬ 
mous comment that now haunts the 
Romney campaign, “We’re not going to 
let our campaign be dictated by fact- 
checkers.” 

Cross said Newhouse’s statement was 
an insult to journalists and the job they 
do. According to Cross, the market for 
opinion is increasing while the market 
for fact is decreasing, and this mea¬ 
sures to a disastrous recipe for Con¬ 
gress. 

“If we can’t agree on what the facts 
are, how do we come together and make 
progress?” Cross said. 

Cross also cited the media for often 
being “too corporate.” He added that 
amplifying the mistakes of one person 


can lead to the media 
overlooking others who 
are not being truthful. 

“I think those of us who 
are still in journalism in 
some fashion need to get 
up on our hind legs and 
defend our profession,” 

Cross said. “But we don’t 
do that because we don’t 
want to get caught in the mix. We want 
to be the watchers, not the watched.” 

But in the new media environment, 
Cross said, the media is constantly 
being watched and they are the targets 
of much criticism. However, he stressed 
that journalists should hold themselves 
and others accountable for taking their 
responsibility seriously. He said jour¬ 
nalists should be able to take construc¬ 
tive criticism. 

At the time of Cross’s speech, there 
was much disagreement over who won 
the first presidential debate. 

“It’s clear Romney won the debate,” 
Cross said. “The president’s likability 
has been his best asset, and he may 
have squandered it in that debate.” 

Cross said Obama’s appearance was 
not good for his career, and was lacking 
in not only style, but substance. Although 
previously the general consensus 
seemed to be that Romney was the less 
likable candidate, Cross said that due to 
the number of people who are still 
unemployed, Obama too would have to 
make an effort to show more emotion 
and empathy in the next debate. 

“President Obama has a cool detach¬ 
ment and I think that’s good for presi¬ 
dential decision-making, but it doesn’t 
really appeal to voters.” 

According to Cross, Obama has con¬ 
tinued to hold a lead over Romney in 
the polls following the debate partly 
because of the issue of racism. 

“Many people in this country are 
proud of the fact that we finally have a 
president that reflects the progress we 
have made in overcoming the issue that 
has confounded this country almost 
since the first settlers came in 1619,” 
Cross said. “People are glad we’re get¬ 
ting over race; they see Obama as an 
emblem. They’re proud of him. They 
want him to succeed. They’re willing to 
give him more of a break than they 
would Romney.” 


However, Cross doubted whether this 
would remain a strong enough influ¬ 
ence over people’s votes. In addition, 
Cross said that Romney may have final¬ 
ly crossed the threshold to acceptabili¬ 
ty, which could make the issue of race 
fade into the background. 

In order to win the election, Cross said 
that ultimately, it is a question of which 
party will do a better job of bringing 
out its core supporters. 

“Most of these ‘undecideds’ that you 
hear about in the polls aren’t going to 
vote...and aren’t really serious about 
voting,” Cross said. 

The polls targeting young people are 
showing that the enthusiasm from the 
2008 election likely will not be carried 
over this November. However, Cross 
added that polls with the intent of 
assessing people’s feelings are notori¬ 
ously unreliable because they are based 
solely on self-analysis. 

“We have a generation under 30 who 
have a lot of problems finding decent 
jobs because of the state of the econo¬ 
my,” Cross said. 

According to Cross, members from 
this age group who do vote will base 
their vote on who they blame more — 
Bush and the Congress that preceded 
Obama, or Obama and the current Con¬ 
gress. 

Cross predicted that the 2012 election 
could have results similar to the 2000 
presidential election, when A1 Gore 
won the popular vote, but incumbent 
George Bush narrowly won the election 
by electoral vote. However, Cross said it 
would likely be reversed, with Romney 
winning the national popular vote and 
Obama winning the electoral vote. 

No matter who wins the election, Cross 
said everyone who has any sense in 
Washington knows that balancing the 
budget must be the priority. 

He said that some people want to com¬ 
pletely eliminate certain programs and 
not raise taxes, but it simply will not 
work. Cross thinks that the party that 
gets its way in the end will likely depend 
on the “Conservative Democrats” in 
Congress. 

“Conservative Democrats, enough of 
them, will eventually crack and there 
will be a compromise much more to the 
Republicans liking than the other way 
around.”

States. The camp occupies 50 acres of water¬ 
front property on Green River Lake, in the 
heart of Kentucky. Tim Horton Camp Ken¬ 
tahten hosts residential campers throughout 
the summer months and March Break. 
Schools, youth groups and other community 
organizations that meet the Foundation’s 
selection criteria can also benefit from year- 
round programming. 

Chewning graduated from Lindsey Wilson 
College with a degree in communications 


and will be discussing the advantages of 
investing in today’s youth. He is a long-term 
staff member, and he has been with the Ken¬ 
tahten camp since it opened in 2001. 

He began his career at the foundation as a 
counselor, progressed through various pro¬ 
gram roles through the years and was pro¬ 
moted to the role of program coordinator in 
2006. Jacob left the Foundation at the end of 
August 2007 although he did not venture far. 
Working for a Tim Horton’s restaurant owner, 
Chewning continued to be involved with the 
camp through volunteer initiatives such as 
work weekends and golf tournaments. In 
October 2008, Chewning returned to Ken¬ 
tahten in his current role of general manager 
where he became a key member of the 
camp’s management team. Over the last 10 
years, Chewning has developed strong rela¬ 
tionships with campers, staff members, res¬ 
taurant owners, corporate staff and other 
supporters within the community. The camp 
is excited for him to continue providing 
strong and consistent leadership to Kentaht¬ 


en in this new capacity, and continuing to 
build on the strong foundation established 
over the camp’s first 10 years. 

Chrissy Jennings is administration manag¬ 
er for Tim Horton Camp Kentahten. She first 
started with Kentahten during the summer 
of 2007 as a counselor. Since then she has 
continued to return in a variety of different 
roles in both the year round group program 
and summer camp. Her roles have included 
program coordinator and administrative 
office assistant during the summer seasons, 
and as a program facilitator year round dur¬ 
ing the fall and spring of 2009-2011. 

From the very beginning Jennings has 
been a big part of the total team at Kentahten 
through staff training, camp events such as 
Derby and Work Weekend, programming, 
and facilitation of camper orientation meet¬ 
ings.

Ghost Tour aims to educate

Campbellsville residents have 
an opportunity to learn about 
the history of the community 
from local middle school stu¬ 
dents. 

Students portraying historical 
figures such as Benoni Hotch¬ 
kiss, Captain John R. Robinson 
and Mary Ann Shuttleworth 
will take guests on a ‘‘ghost 
tour” of Brookside Cemetery, 
where many of the founders of 
Campbellsville are buried. 

Betty Jane Gorin-Smith, a 
local historian, said the stu¬ 
dents have been working hard 
to prepare for their roles and 
are really having fun getting 
into character. 

“They’re all costumed, 
they’ve got their parts ready 
and their props, and we have 
mothers who have made long 
dresses for the girls,” Gorin- 
Smith said. “It’s going to be so 
precious. The girls hair-dos 
look like they’re from the 
1800s.” 

Blacksmithing tools, vintage 
medical supplies, and even an 
old casket will help take guests 
on a journey back to the early 
19th century. 


“Many towns around here 
like Columbia and Glasgow are 
doing this, and I think it will be 
a great experience here, also,” 
Gorin-Smith said. 

In all there are 27 actors from 
both Campbellsville and Taylor 
County middle schools and 
other helpers and guides to lead 
guests through the cemetery. 

Gorin-Smith said events such 
as this are important because 
many people have lived in 
Campbellsville their whole 
lives but might not know any¬ 
thing about the people who built 
the community. 

Although it is a “ghost” tour, 
Gorin-Smith said it is intended 
to be educational and will be 
more historical than scary. 

“If they’re looking for spooky, 
they won’t find it here,” Gorin- 
Smith said. 

The tour, co-sponsored by 
Hiestand House-Taylor County 
Museum and Brookside Ceme¬ 
tery, will be Saturday, from 4 to 
7 p.m. The cost is $3 for stu¬ 
dents and $5 for adults.

Marion Haunted Forest still 
scaring region after 5 years

Five years ago, the children of 
Eugene Hourigan were talking 
about what they could do for Hal¬ 
loween. They discussed making a 
haunted forest in the land around 
Eugene’s home, and they eventu¬ 
ally decided if they were going to 
do it, they might as well open it for 
the public, too. 

“It’s one time a year,” said Joyce 
Hourigan Taylor. “We get togeth¬ 
er. We have fun. We scare each 
other.” 

The Haunted Forest is located 
near Gravel Switch on Danville 
Highway, near the Marion-Boyle 
County border on the Boyle Coun¬ 
ty side. The entrance lies beyond 
a recently opened Amish store. 

For the last few years, the 
Haunted Forest has been just that, 
a haunted forest, where visitors 
passed through the trees in the 
dark, not knowing what frights lie 
in waiting. 

“It’s all live action,” said Ashley 
Miller, Taylor’s daughter. 

Unfortunately, having an out¬ 
door attraction has also meant the 
weather plays a factor in whether 
or not people want to visit the 


Haunted Forest. When Eugene 
started building a 76-foot by 
46-foot barn, his children thought 
they could take advantage of the 
indoor space. 

At first, they thought they would 
only use about half of the barn. 

“Every bit of it’s been used,” 
said Pat Hourigan, Eugene’s 
daughter-in-law. “It’s nice.” 

Nice, of course, being a relative 
term in this case. The niceties 
include a maze of rooms that will 
take visitors through a haunted 
nursery, a cemetery and at least 
one “surgery.” 

“I always get stuck being the 
person being mutilated,” Miller 
said. 

Visitors may even encounter a 
clown and a few other frighten¬ 
ing creatures along the way. A 
few features that have been pop¬ 
ular over the years have included 
the girl in the well from the 
movie “The Ring” as she emerg¬ 
es from a television set and a 
train tunnel. 

But the attraction isn’t all scary. 
Those visitors who survive the 
barn will also have a chance to go 
on a hayride, and they might 
even get to enjoy a roasted hot 
dog. 

The Hourigans said they try to 
give parents a heads up if they 
think a particular part of their 
haunted attraction might be too 


intense for younger children, but 
parents have to decide for them¬ 
selves. 

Then again, kids are hardly the 
only people who get scared. 

“The guys are just as afraid as 
the girls are,” Taylor said. “They 
want to act like they’re not, but 
they get pretty scared in there.” 

Taylor said most groups can get 
through in 15 minutes, some¬ 
times faster if they’re really 
frightened. 

And Eugene joins in the fun, 
too, dressing up in costume. One 
year, he pretended to be a statue 
- at least until a group got close 
enough to startle. 

“He’s like a little kid in a candy 
store,” Miller said. 

For the entire Hourigan family, 
it’s becoming a tradition, and 
they can’t wait to huddle up after 
each group to talk about how 
their visitors reacted. 

“We really have a lot of fun,” 
Pat Hourigan said. “We get to 
spend time with each other. We 
enjoy it, and we get to meet a lot of 
people.” 

The Haunted Forest is $10 per 
person. It will be open from 6:30 
to 11:30 p.m. Fridays and Satur¬ 
days through the end of October 
and on Halloween night. It is 
located in Marion County on U.S. 
68, mile marker one, about 6 
miles west of Perryville.
